President Kearney Reviews 


the Situation. 


•The Growers' and Packers' Coa- 


tracts Settled—All Over 


But the Signing. 


At a mass meeting o£ growers held 


.held ia Armory hall yesterday waa a 
.fair-sized Gathering of men deeply in- 
terested In the welfare of the associa- 
tion. The object of the meeting, as an- 
nounced in the call, was to discuss free- 
ly and frankly the contracts that had 
teen adopted, preparatory to making 
an active eanvauB for the signatures 
-of the growers, but very little criti- 
cism was heard. A few questions were 
-asked and promptly and satisfactorily 
.answered. The attendance would have 
been larger had not the weather been 
threatening. 


Both the growera' and packers' con- 


tracts were approved, and it was de- 
cided then to make a vigorous cam- 
paign throughout the raisin producing 
.section for the signatures of all yrow- 
•ers, and when the requisite number 
shall have be«n obtained the ausocia 
tion will be in a poiltlon to proceed at 
once with the business of marketing 
.the crop. 


President Kearney called the meeting 


to order and then read an interesting 
address, which was very well received 
3>y the growers. 
They expressed their 


approval of it by frequent applause. 
•The address of the president Is as fol- 
lows : 
Pellow Raisin Growers: 


The mass meeting ol raisin growers 


la "this hall on December 5th last, it 
was resolved to call a convention of 
-delegates to be appointed by the grow- 
ers' in their various school districts 
throughout the state to meet in Fres- 
no and prepare a form of contract 
with the growers, and one with the 
packers, to be submitted at a subse- 
-quent meeting for their approval and 
.as a basis for the continuance of our 
organization during the coming1 two 
years. 
That convention, embracing 


•upwards of 200 delegates, occupied two 
days in their labors, discussed the sub- 
ject thoroughly and have laid before 
you as th<i result of 
their delibera- 


tions the contracts now in your hands, 
and I may add that the adoption of 
-these contracts as amended by the con- 
vention was practically unanimous. 


Realizing the great importance to tlie 


association of havingabsolute controlof 
the raisin crop of California, so that 
the trade throughout the United States 
•aiiall have implicit confidence In our 
-ability as well as in our intention to 
maintain prices, and knowing tha'. we 
shall be attacked at every vital point 
by those of the packers who will not 
Join us, and who wish for tl.e ruin of 
our association, I took a copy of the 
growers' contract that was preparel on 
.the first day's sitting of tlie convention, 
to San Francisco, and through the 
friendly offices of the secretary of the 
German Savings and Loan Society sub- 
mitted it for examination to the attor- 
ney for that bank, Mr. V,'. S. Goodfel- 
low, to learn whether it could be suc- 
cessfully assailed in court. 
Mr. Good- 


fellow is, in the opinion of thore com- 
petent to judge, second to none In abil- 
ity and experience among the able at- 
torneys of the San Francisco bar. Tn 
•questions relating to contracts, and es- 
pecially auch contracts as, coming 
within the scope of the anti-trust laws, 
•or which might be considered 
In re- 


rstralnt of trade, the court might de- 
clare illegal, his thorough familiarity 
-with the subject is of very great value 
to us. 
He condemned the contract 


^submitted because the remedy to be 
^applied, should a grower refuse to live 
up to his contract, involved asking a 
court to compel the grower to deliver 
the crop, and as evidence might be in- 
troduced to show our business to be a 
pool, and therefore illegal, the court 
•would, i; it believed It to be a'pool, re- 
fuse our request. 
Mr. Goodfellow ad- 


vised that we secure an undivided in- 
terest in the crop, and th n under the 
law we will have a perfect right to 
soy what shall be done with tht whole 
.emit; and ' en if the grower should re- 
fuse to deliver the raisins we could call 
upon the court to appoint a receiver to 
handle and dispose of the crop.and this 
the court \vouldbesuretodo as it would 
be entirely within the discretion of the 
t'uurt. 
Having agreed upon the prin- 


ciple of the contract T devoted a week 
:to the work of assisting Mr. Goodfellow 
-during such time as he rould give to 
ihe subject. In preparing a skeleton of 
a contract such as we needed for tht. 
consideration of the convention, Mr. T 
C. White, our treasurer, being presen 
one <lny. 
It ia a simple matter to j 


read over in a few minutes the finished : 
.(Mmtract, hut only tliose who have at- 
tempted to prepare such a contract as 
this r.an realize the amount of thought 
and care involved In the 
work, tn 


weighing every word used In It so that 
nil essential points shall be covered, 
that it shall be short, and that :t shall 
not in any particular conflict with the 
law as sir wn In Innumerable decis- 
ions. 
We at the same time prepared 


si sketch of a packer's contract, and 
both of these contracts, substantially 
as approved by Mr. Goodfellow, were 
nduptM by the convention: and I car 
juMure you, gentlemen, that you need 
have no fears as to the legality of 
these contracts.

tract the effect will be just the same

You will deliver your crop to 


any packing house you may select, pro 
vided that packing house is approver 
by the n-sociatlon, iind the association 
will have the crop packed and sold ant1 
will pay you us soon as the money i 
coll." ted th average price at which al 
raisins hav» been rold. less tho actua 
sums paid out for picking, selling an 
maintenance «f the association.

IH nrecls.-ly as It was last yenr exce.r 
that every grower I* free *o do his ow 
packing, or join a co-operntlvc as?o 


elation, and thus have It done at cost. 


Now as to the packers' contract. 


Some of our friends, the packers, are 
ire-lined to criticize that contract se- 
verely, and say that no self-respecting 
man can sign such, a document 
I 


may remind these gentlemen that they 
expressed themselves a year ^go in the 
same way about last season's contract. 
They said they signed the contract 
and then threw up their bands lor 
they were aimply at our mercy. 
And 


yet the experience of the past season 
has shown conclusively that that con- 
tract was none too strong to resist the 
strain that was put upon it. 
The fact 


la that the contract now submitted is 
practically the same an the packers 
contract of last year, with the excep- 
tion that there will be no allotment, 
each packer being left to handle such 
business as will come to him. 
Fault 


is found with the clause which pro- 
vides that the packers ahall p*y for the 
raisins before shipping them, and that 
they must take the risk of rejections, 
but t*ia* ia exactly what they did the 
past season. Again, fault LJ found with 
the clause, "born of our experlence.pro- 
vlding that they shall "~t have a Hen 
on our raisins for claims against the 
association." This association is good 
for any claim a packer may 
have 


igainst it, without having : je sale of 
its raisins stopped for months, to its 
gr:at loss, by litigation over possibly 
flimsy charges. 
Others again affect to 


protest against what they call the ab- 
surdity of the clause which provides 
that while the association insists that 
all raisins ahall be graded and packed 
under the supervision of one of our In- 
spectors, yet they (the packers) shall 
be held rerponsible for loss on account 
of faulty gracing and packing. 
Now 


those who are • ntirely familiar with 
this subject of packing and grading, 
and who are willing to state their hon- 
est convictions, will say that first-class 
grading and packmp cannot be secured 
in a uniform manner where there are 
ilxty or more packing houses to deal 
,vith unless each packing house is made 
responsible for the quality of the work 
done there. 
Tt Is a very easy matter 


to adjust the duties of one cf our in- 
spectors, whose presence in every pack- 
ing house is absolutely essential, and 


(S per ton Instead of J10 per ton for 
pac-klnjr, and 5 per cent instead of 7»~ 
per i-«u for selling. 
Those terms they 


c- offered, and these terms they de- 


cline to accept. 
They are waiting to 


sec if you will again commit the folly 
of putting off signing the growers' con- 
tract. 
They know that If you do they 


..-ill again be able to throttle us and 
make us agree to their terms. 


Whether they will succeed remains 


for you to determine. 
It Is in your 


power and you should settle thi-. ques- 
tion Irrevocably within two weeks from 
this date. 
Will you do it? 
If you 


will, the problem Li solved, the pack- 
ers will cease their attacks upon us. 
they will sign our contracts, and such 
of the houses as have facilities for do- 
Ing a large business will arrange to do 
business with us. 
The smaller con- 


cerns will seek other occupation, for 
there will be no profit on packing ou a 
small scale. For these reasons I urge 
you all to sign the growers contract 
at once, and to make it your duty to 
see that everyone of your neighbors 
does likewise. 


There Is another reason why these 


contracts should be signed without one 
day's delay, and that is that tlie trade 
In the east know that our contract Is 
but for one year, and as they cannot 
know until all of the growers have 
signed whether we will h*ve a strong 
pool the coming season to bold up 
>rices, they are afraid to buy our ral- 
Blns. You are aware that we still have 
about 700 cars of raisins unsold. 
We 


want to sell these raisins, and if we 
would make ourselves solid for another 
year I am satisfied we could make a 
deal with the eastern seeders, and our 
own seeders, by which these raisins 
could be sold and we get the money for 
them within 60 days. But until we are 
solid we cannot sell these raisins, and 
we cannot give you a final accounting 


By way of showing the superiority of 


the' plan of combination of the raiain 
growers. -Mr. Kearney read a letter re- 
ceived from F. M- Itighter, president of 
i committee- of tlu- Farmers' Club

Jon, this contract was prepared as 
much for the private and co-operative 
packer as for the commercial-packer, 
and I can s<?e no Just ground whatever 
for complaint on the.part of the com- 
mercial packer when he is asked to be 
governed by exactly the same regula- 
tions as we are willing1 to be governed 
by. 
The fact of the matter is that he 


does not want to be governad at all. 
He seeks the freedom lie li.-.d in pre- 
vious years to do just as he pleases 
with our business, no matter wliat the 
result may be to us. 
Most of tho pack- 


ers during the past season were rest- 
less and rebellious under the limita- 
tions imposed upon them by the con- 
tract they signed.

The projected Monterey and Fresno 


railroad will be completed from deep 
water In Monterey bay to the city ot 
Fresno within a year. So declared A. 
W. Jones of Monterey, the president of 
tho company, when seen at the Palace 
hotel yesterday. 


"Before the contract has been com- 


pleted," he said, "within the next six 
months for the forty-five miles of road 
from Monterey to Hollister, another 
contract will be let for the work from 
Hollister to Fresno, a distance of a 
hundred miles. The ruadwill go throuRh 
Panoche pass, where there IB a grade of 
only 1% per cent in crossing the Coast 
range. A pier 1800 feet in length is now 
being built out of Monterey bay to a 
depth of forty feet of water, which Is 
considerably more 
than will be re- 


quired by the largest ocean steamers, 
in connection with this pier the com- 
pany has a franchise from the truslees 
of the town of Monterey for 1500 fpet 
of water front near the foot of Wash- 
ington street. 
That franchise Is worth 


nothing now. but in a few years after 
the road is built It will be worth $10.- 
000.000. Big warehouses will be erected 
there after the land is filled In. 


"I have seen the possibilities of tliis 


railroad for a long time, but owing to 
the stringency of the money market 
during Cleveland's administration it 
was not possible to raise the neref^nry 
capital. Since this war there lias l**n 
a great awakening of interest in the 
east in the prospects of ihe Pacific 
Const because of the assured develnp- 
ment of Oriental trade.

"The principal means of locomotion 


are little cabs, drawn by a pony, the 
size of a Newfoundland dog-, and, as 
a rule, accommodating two people. 
These you can hire for about 30 cents 
an hour, Mexican, or 15 cents tn our 
money and you can

on it, 


everybody who has far to ro and has 
the money uses one. 


"The draylng- and carting Is all done

S3.000.000) is spoiled by the state in- 
to which they have fallen through lack 
of attention; in fact, as a rule, you ran- 
not imagine where a hammer has been !

about eight miles, the traffic between 
being mainly handled by the • public 
Terry, twice a day, and the Goot launch, 
which carries soldiers free and makes 
two trips a day.

dispensary have not arrived, so we 
have nothing to do.

Important Meeting of the 


County Board. 


Civil Government, Mental Arith- 


metic and Music Will Prob- 


ably Be Dropped. 


The County Board of Education met 


yesterday afternoon at the office of the 
County Superintendent to consider a 
number of changes in the county course 
of study. 
The day was spent in dis- 


cussing the recommendations made by 
different members of the board to whom 
had been assigned the various portions 
of the manual for revision. No definite 
action, however, was taken. 


The subjects which came up were 


civil government, mental arithmetic 
anil music. 
Drawing was also touched 


upon. 


It seemed to be the opinion of the 


members of the board that civil govern- 
ment should not be taught (as a separ- 
ate study in the schools of the county. 
The plan in vogue In the city schools— 
that is. the making of the subject sub- 
ordinate to the study of history, was 
approved of. Civil government is prop- 
erly a high school subject and is so 
taught In the city. 
Inasmuch as full 


training cannot be given in the study 
in the country schools It was thought 
best not to maintain It in the future as 
a separate feature of the course. 
The 


board will probably act upon the mat- 
ter at the next meeting, which takes 
place on February llth. 


It was also thought best to combine 


the study of mental arithmetic with the 
written arithmetic. 
It is thought that 


in the present course, too much time 
Is devoted tt> the study in proportion to 
the benefit derived from It. 


Another subject which will. In all 


probability, be dropped is the study of 
music. 
Very few teachers possess the 


qualifications necessary for teaching 


e subject in a proper manner and be- 
des the crowded condition of most 


itry schools makes It tmposlble to 


vote sufficient time to music to make 
of any benefit to the pupils. 
The 


tention is not to do away with slng- 


but the study of notea and the 


eory of music. 
The object of all the changes so far 
ntemplated Is to shorten the course 
study in the country schools. If the 
esent intention of the board Is car- 
ed Into effect the full course will here- 
ter consist of eight years' work of 
ne months each. 
Schools which run 


Iy six months in the year will, under 
e new arrangement, be obliged to run 
year and a half in order to complete 
e work planned in the manual. -A 
ipil in such a school would be re- 
ilred to attend twelve years before 
actuation. 
The members of the board are of the 
inion that the change will have the 
'ect o£ lengthening the term In most 


the schools of the county.' When 
plls are required to do a certain num- 
r of months' work the tendency will 
to squeeze as many of the months 
possible into a single year. 


Heretofore pupils in the schools which 
e open nine months in the year were 


ipelled to devote as many years' 


ork to the .course as those in schools 
hieh remained open only six months 
the year. 
This was manifestly un- 


.ir inasmuch as the one worked for 
•venty-two months .while the other 
nrked only fifty-four. 
The present system of examinations 
r promotion and graduation will also 


modified.

the service nf Uncle Sam in the Phil- 
ippine*—Shirley and Elmo—received a 
very interesting letter from the latter 
the other day.

The town 
is divided Into several sections; the 
walled city, or Spanish section, where 
liye the Spanish ex-government offi- 
cials and aristocratic population; the 
native section, a jumble of narrow, 
crooked, crowded streets and ancient 
tumble-down buildings, and lastly, the 
Chinese 
section, which is a typical 


Chinese city in all its picturesque lux- 
uriance of sights and smells. 


"The site of tbe city is low and Hat 


on the Paslff river, and consequently 
damp and unheatthful. and hot. hot all 
the year round. 


"In spite of the mantillas and fans 


and dark eyes—a dangerous combina- 
tion—the pretty patios with flowers and

ass. 
"The principal reasons for changing 


the class of the city are: 
"First, that the city has outgrown Us 


present village form of government and 
in order to take its place as one of the 
chief cities of the state It should have 
a more dignified head than the presi- 
dent of the Board of City Trustees, and 
should have a government commensur- 
ate with the importance which it has 
attained in the estimation of the people 
of the state. 


"Second, It should have a head In 


which the veto power is vested. 


"Thiid, it would undoubtedly be ai 


Improvement if we had a board of more 
than five trustees. 


"Fourth, It is considered more de- 


sirable that the chief of police should 
have more direct control and super- 
vision over the police force, and be held 
personally responsible for their gov- 
ernment. 


"Fifth, to prevent the school direc- 


tors from levying an excessive rate of 
taxation for school purposes, as fol- 
lows, by requiring the Board of Educa-] 
tlon to report to the City Council in 
writing the amount of school tax neces- 
sary for all school purposes for the 
year, and then authorize the council to 
levy and collect as« school 
tax

STEAMER JEWEL WRECKED. 


The Crew Rescued With Difficulty 


by a Shore Line. 


MENDOCINO, Jan. 13.—While cruis- 


ing near the entrance to Casper har- 
bor this mornlnr the steamer Jewel 
ran on a reef'and she is now a total 
wreck, parts of her lying- all along the 
shore. When she struck Captain Mad- 
sen was asleep In his cabin and the 
vessel was in charge of the first mate. 
They had been lying off shore during 
the niRht. but the vessel had not com- 
pleted her cargo and the mate was evi- 
dently trying to gain the entrance to 
the harbor when 3he ran on the rocks. 
It was very dark at the time and he 
apparently iost his bearings. ,A heavy 
sea was running and the vessel soon 
began to break up. 


The distress signal was blown and 


people from the town were not long 
in getting to the wreck,yet It was some 
hours before the crew was brought 
ashore. 
This was accomplished by 


means of a rope which was 
thrown 


from the shore to the vessel and on 
which a line was rigged and the men 
brought over one at a time. 


All were rescued in this manner, ex- 


cept the cook. 
He was washed over- 


board by a big wave but succeded in 
getting on some floating wreckage. He 
drifted out toward the center ot the 
harbor on his makeshift raft and was 
rescued by some men in a boat All the 
crew were saved and none were badly 
hurt except First Assistant Engineer 
Home, who was jammed in the moving 
cargo of lumber while escaping from 
the eneine room and had his arm bro- 
ken. 
He wss also Injured Internally. 


The Jewel was owned principally by 


the Casper Lumber Compnay and was 
valued at $30,000. 
At the time she 


struck she had on board some 300.000 
feet of lumber belonging to that com- 
pany, the probable value of which is 
in the neighborhood of $4000.

sel has been reduced almost to kindling 
wood by the motion of the waters.

the United States what she wants if 
friendly. 
It would be madness for 


England and America to attempt to 
coerce Russia Into concessions. - 


The combined nations of the world 


could not whip Russia any more than 
they could the United States. The most 
they could do would be to bombard a 
few coast towns, while Russia's rail- 
roads could transport so many soldiers 
into China that any the United States 
and Great Britain could send would be 
a handful in comparison.

Al\ tills and perhaps more has 


crystallized into active remorse which 
takes NevillB frequently to the branch 
county jail where Mrs. Williams awalta 
the results of an appeal from the sen- 
tence of the court which ordered her 
committed for five years in the state 
prison. 
This was passed on December 


4th last by Judge Cook, who Ignored 
the request of the jury for mercy for 
the woman. 


"It was not many days after the con- 


clusion of the trial that Captain Nevills 
got over the flush of success ami began 
to worry. Just what he can do to save 
the unfortunate woman finally from the 
clutches of the law is doubtful, because 
when he instituted the prosecution it 
passed out of his hands and became en- 
tirely an affair of the state. If the ac- 
tion were n. civil one he as prosecuting" 
witness could be heard in hsr behalf if 
he chose to speak, but tho state became 
the prosecutor and now the appeal will 
have to be heard entirely on legal 
grounds. 
But in the meantime Mrs. 


Williams hrws comforts which, as a pris- 
oner, she la permitted to enjoy and the 
solicitous sympatby of the man, who 
would give, probably, no small part of 
the rich product of the Rawhide mine 
to set her free. 


"Those wbo have an Intimate .knowl- 


edge 'of. the-atraira of the old Captain 
say that really he has never ceased to 
love Mrs. Williams and that he waa 
obliged to prosecute her because she 
persisted In acting with those who har- 
assed him, who were charged with an 
attempt on his life and who entered a 
variety of suits against him. This be- 
lief is borne out by the record, the ad- 
missions of Captain Nevills and his ef- 
fort now to save her from the punish- 
ment the law demands. 
"Nevills- and Mrs, Williams have much 
to talk over, for as the suits and coun- 
tersulta progreeatJ each added to the 
misery ot the other in every possible 
way and always with, added bltternew. 
Each has many things to forgive."

President McKinley Takes 


Action. 
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He Announces His Decision at a 


Cabinet Meetings-General 


Merritt May Preside. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—The Presl 


dent tcniay announced at the c&bine 
mee(i»r "fter U had assembled for its 
reeu'rr sf-ssion that he had decided to 
onvr - f'urt martial to try Commis- 
far; ">neral Eagan for the abusive and 
•vioif-jt language he had u*ed respect-

last 


Ever *lnce the sensational event the 


President has been carefully deliber- 
ating over the matter and has had fre- 
quent consultations with army officer* 
and others regarding the step* that 
should be taken, for he was convinced 
from'the outset that the question for 
consideration was what action should 
. be taken, and not whether any disci- 
plinary measures at all should be had, 
A determination to take *ome action 
was vigorously expressed at the last 
cabinet meeting, but the President re- 
served final decision. 


Today, 3ust before the cabinet ses- 


sion, he held a conference with the sec- 
retary ot war and Adjutant General 
Corbin. 
It was not long in duration, 


but the action to follow General Eag- 
an's utterances was decided, and when 
the cabinet met the President an- 
nounced that he had reached his decis- 
ion in the matter. 
He said he had de. 


termined that there was only 
on« 


course to adopt and that was to order 
a court martial to be convened at once 
to try General Bagan. 
The decision, 


which was reached only this morning, 
notwithstanding reports that a c*urt 
martial had been decided on yesterday, 
met the unanimous approval of the 
members of the cabinet 
Three of the 


President's official advisers. Secretary 
Alger, Secretary TPilson and Postmas- 
ter General Smith, were absent, but 
their views are known to coincide thor- 
oughly with the President's decision. 
There was some discussion following 
the President's announcement in which 
the case waa threshed over to some ex- 
tent, though the President himself took 
little part in this discussion. 


The details of the action were left 


to the secretary of war, who had with- 
drawn Just prior to the session, to re- 
turn to the war department to put in 
motion the machinery for the conven- 
ing of the court. 
While It was not 


definitely ctated. after the cabinet meet- 
ing what specifications would, be made 
against General Eagan, it Is understood 
that the specific charge on which he will 
be trfoti will be conduct unbecoming an 
officer and a gentleman. 


The personnel of the court was not 


taken up, that phase of the action be- 
ing held to be not a cabinet matter, but 
one that rested between the President 
and the secretary of war. 
The under- 


standing, however, was that the orders 
for the court would be issued within a 
few hours, proliably before the clone 
of the department this afternoon. Gen- 
eral Wesley Merritt, former command- 
er-in-chief of the Philippines, has been 
mentioned as likely to prtside over the 
court and a cabinet official said he 
would/not be surprised at the selection 
of General Merritt. 


The cabinet session occupied about 


half an hour. 


Advices were received from Manila 


that the situation Is very quiet,

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 19.—Major 


General William R. Shatter, the com- 
mander of th* forces which captured 
the city of Santiago de Cuba, and re- 
ceived the surrender of 23.4« Spanish 
soldiers, arrived here at 7 o'clock last 
night on the Southern overland train. 
He was met by a small committee of! 
prominent citizens, including Mayor 
Phelan. and quietly escorted to the 
Palace hotel, where he took apartment* 
only for the night, for today he will 
return to his old residence at Fort 
Mason on Black point, which he left on 
April 21st of last year, when he de- 
parted for the front by way of Tampa, 
Fla. 


The hardships of the campaign have 


evidently put General Shatter in better 
physical condition than he was when 
he left San Francisco nine months ago. 
He has lost considerable weight, but he 
is still a very heavy man. 


"I am so glad that I am soon to be 


In my old home in San Francisco," was 
his initial remark when he waa met in 
his car at the Sixteenth-street station 
across the bay. 
"I think." he added, 


"that I never felt better in my life than 
I do now. The trip across the continent 
was a delightful experience. It is the 
first time that I have been so fortunate 
aa to travel when the road was free 
from dust. In Texas I met many old 
friends, and at other places people were 
most cordial in welcoming me. 


"No, there was not a kissing Incident 


on the whole trip. Reports of such at- 
fairs are absolutely false. 
They must 


have been invented by some newspaper 
correspondent. 
Though I know per- 


haps 2000 persons personally in one 
town In Texas where I once lived, there 
was no suggestion of the sort of greet- 
ing that the press has reported. 


"As for the atacka made upon me by 


certain newspaper correspondents In 
Cuba, I might make a li(le explanation. 
When all the troops were still on the 
transports and I was arranging for 
their landing, a man named 
Davis 


asked to be put ashore first. I tola him 
that I could not show any favor to one 
correspondent to the exclusion of the 
others that were with him. He then de- 
manded that he be put ashore Imme- 
diately, and I refused to accommodate 
him before any one else. Just after tlie 
surrender of Santiago, and while all 
those Spanish soldiers were yet in the 
city, three New York Journal men were 
found posting up about the olty big In- 
flammatory placards, with a caricature 
and the words 'Remember the Maine. 
I had told-them to deslst,but they abso- 
lutely refused to do so. Then I ordered 
them taken aboard one of the 
and sent back to the United States. 
From those two incidents developed no 
end of abuse of myself and the conduct 
of the campaign. 


"During the entire time I was in 


Cuba there was only on« day that I 
waa off my horse. Ahen I was suffer- 
ing from a severe attack of gout and 
had my foot tied up in a gunny-sack. 
I realized the position we were In. Had 
we been attacked and defeated I do 
not see how we could have escaped. 
We had a force of but 17,000 men, which 
was afterward* increased to 20,000. There 
were 23,000 Spanish troops within strik- 
ing distance. 
I am still at a loss to 


understand why they did not attack us. 
We were between a large force on the 
outside and the 14,000 in the city, and 
then there was the hostile fleet on the 
side. These arc the things that should 
be considered. 
But with an army of 


17,000 men I received the surrender of 
an army of 23,448 Spaniards.
